William H. Meyers, the 
man who caused the death of 5 year old Bidon 
Sarver by. running him down with a speeding 
touring car on the night of June 26, today 
was convicted of involuntary manslaughter 
and sentenced to serve eighteen months in 
the county prison and to pay a fine of $100. 
Meyers collapsed when he heard the ver- 
dict of the jury. He regained his composure

Satisfied to Accept Verdict.

* My observation is that there are no peo- 
ple in this community who are so utterly 
disregardful of the rights and safety of thetr 
fellow beings as those engaged in the man- 
agement and running of automobiles. Care- 
less and selfish people are to be found in all 
Classes. There are many of them among 
the drivers of horses. But the proportion 
of criminally reckless persons among chauf- 
} feure ts, much greater, in my opinion, than 
that among horse drivers. 


Chauffeurs Grow Impudent. - 

“ Chauffeurs dre well paid. They wax fat 
and grow impudeht until they become a 
menace to the community. It is for this 
reason that, while giving full consideration 
to the recommendation of the jury and the 
plea ot Mr. Scott, I sentence Meyers to an 
imprisonment of eighteen months in the 
county prison and to pay a fine of $100.” 

The full penalty is two years. 

Judge Audenried said in his charge to the 
jury that the law would not tolerate the 
speeding of automohiles over the proscribed 
time limits, and indicated that an example 
would be made of all persons who were 
brought into court charged with having 
caused injury or death to human beings in 
running automobiles. Assistant District At- 
torney Chester N. Farr, who prosecuted the 
case, characterized Meyers as “a reckless 
daredevil who went up the street with a 
racing spirit.“

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.] 
LONDON, Aug. 12; 8 A. m.—Newspapers 
here regard the Japanese terms as justifiable. 
Some ‘papers consider they are moderate. 
The Standard thinks they undoubtedly are. 
severe, but neither harsh nor exorbitant. 


The Morning Post thinks Russia’s alleged | 


refusal of the demande is discounted by the 
fact that M. de Witte hae not peremptorily 
rejected them, and, regarding the objection 
to indemnity and the cession of territory, 
it declares both claims are reasonable and 
legitimate. 

The Telegraph scouts certain foreign sug- 
gestions that Great Britain ought to infu- 
ence Japan to ber demands. ft 
gays the British have every confidence in 
the moderation of the Japamese.

Some regard them as hard for Rue- 
sia, but say thet they are only what was to 
be expected. 

Russian utterances at Portsmouth and St. 
Petersburg pronouncing the terms unaccept- 
able are treated here as signifying nothing. 
It is pointed out that the French talked in the 
same way in 1871 concerning the cession of 
Aleace-Lorraine, but that they agreed to it 
rather than prosecute a hopeless war. 

Baron Komura’s withholding of the 
amount Japan will ask as reimbursement for 
war expenses is regarded as a shrewd move

It is reported that the, Russian pleni- 
potentiaries will accept all of the Japanese 
peace proposals except those relating to the 
cession of the island of Sakhalin and the 
reimbursement of the expenses of the war. 
Last week the czar said in replying to an 
address that there could be no cession of 
territory and no payment of indemnity. 
Perhaps those were the instructions which 


bursement of war expenses sounds better | 
than “indemnity,” but there is in sub- 
stance no difference between them. They | 
both mean a money payment. 

If the Japanese stand by these two points 
of Sakhalin and an indemnity negotiations 
will be at an end unless the Russians, find- 
ing Baron Komura inexorable, modify their 
position.

to which I alluded in a recent let- 
ter, is now published in this coun- 
8 try by Messrs. Dutton. When I 


wrote of it I had only had a few minutes’. 


glance ov ver an English edition and really 
could not get at the most interesting pages 
of the book in that short time. A legs su- 


perficial glance reveals much that en- 


tertaining, for Mr. Gower has known many 
distinguished people and lived an unusually 


interesting life, since he was born in 1819. 


After Eton Mr. Gower went to Oxford, 
where Mr. Ruskin was then an undergradu- 
ate. Of Ruskin at the university he says: 

He seemed to keep himself aloof! from 
everybody, to seek no friends, and to have 
none. I never met him in anyone else's 
rooms or at any social gathering. I see him 
now, looking rather crazy, taking hig soll- 
tary walks. His isolation was in ud wise, 

as the dean suggests, due to his parentage, 
as undergraduates never took that Into ac- 
count in the choice of their companions. 
Young men having relations and friends in 
common and some knowledge of London so- 
ciety were unconsciously disposed to fore- 
gather, but not from any wish for excltisive- 
ness. It was no advantage to Ruskin to be a 
gentleman commoner, as gentlemen com- 
moners, with some notable exceptions, * 
generally looked upon askance, as rather 
vulgar parvenus too proud of their wealth; 
and there was more fellowship between no- 
blemen and commoners than there was 
between them and gentlemen commoners. 
Ruskin classed 1..¢e gentlemen commoners as 
being between the noblemen ahd the com- 
mroners. I should put them last. But such 
classifications are rather fanciful. A Yankee 
who had never been in England asked & fel- 
low countryman who had been there ‘what 
people were comprised in the middle class.’ 
‘Baronets, to be sure —a definition which 
would not be acceptable to some of our bar- 
onets with long pedigrees.“ it

a large supper to which he invited some of 
the leading undergraduates whom de did not 
know. On this occasion he made a speech
